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SUFFERINGS OF GERMAN. EMI- 
GRANTS ES AUSTRALIA. 

[Fromtlio Pall Mall GnMtte.l 

A melancholy account is given by 
tho Melbourne 'Avgim' ot tbo fate 
■vvUich baa bcfsiUcu a band of German 
einigrants who avrived in tho colony 
-of Viotoria last April. Thay were lu- 
'fluced to leave thoir native place, a 
%maU village in Silosiu called Hamau, 
Sncousequonco of tbo pioi,becies of an 
epileptic woman uauid Maria Heller, 
who predicted a terrible Avar in Eu- 
rope and declared Australia to be the 
only Bate place in the world. On 
reaching tho colony they took up land 
on tbo Hill Plains, in the uortheastern 
district, living together and having all 
thoir property in common. They soon 
expended their Bmall capital and bo- 
camo destitute. They were assisted 
for a time with food by a settlor in the 
district, but they qunrrellod with him 
because ho suggested that they should 
leave their camp and obtain work. M'S- 
Holler, who was implicitly obeyed as 
being under direct inspiration Irora 

■ heaven, forbade anything of the kind, 
and the unfortunate people have been 
struggling on in a st;ito of serai star- 
Tation, having little to eat but Hour 
and a few vegetables. Mrs. Heller 
also would not allow any assistance to 
be asked for in the shape of food or 
medical attendance. Eiglit of the 

' emigrants have therefore died, and 
the condition of the remainder i3 rep- 
resented as being pitiable. Then- 
camp being far removed from any 
township, information of this state of 

" affairs only lately reached the govern- 
ment of the colony, when an inspector 
was despatched to the spot, and pro- 
visions and a doctor have also been 
forwarded. 

Jonathan Case, ot Hoosaic, N.Y., is 
wealthy, and eighty years old. A 
bright young widow charmed him. and 
he married her slily. His wedding 
present was $1,000 in cash. "Now, 
go home," said the new wife, " t al 
your bonds, luortgugos, and money, 
and bring them beie. I ^viH take 
good care of them and jou." He went, 
but his family having learned of the 
marriage,imprisoued him in his house, 
declaring that he shoubl not rejoin 
his wife. He had made a will giving 
them his properly, and tliey did not, 
want to be fooled out of it. Mrs. 
Case sent a carriage and a stout driver 
to get the old man, but the eCtort fail- 
ed. Then she went herself, and. aid- 
ed" by a hired man, besieged the 
' house.the doors of which were lucked. 
Her husband shouted eucouriigeiuent 
to her from a window, and pistola were 
brandished by both parties, but she 
had to go away without him. The courts 
will decide. ^ 

The London- 'Times' gives a list of 
all the principal mercantile failures 
which took place in 1875. Tho liabili- 

■ ties amounted to tho enormous sum of 
£31,30'1,()H1, besides all involved iii 
the smaller ones thought too iuKi^'iiifi- 
cant to be entered on this black list, 
and not counting, besides, the sums 
owned by 31 of those named, whoso 
liabilities wore not stated in tbo news- 
papers, through mentioned in some 
cases as 'large.' The worst failures, or, 
at least, those lor tbo largest amounts, 
were Collie Brothers and Thurn &, Co., 
each for £3,000,000, and the Calif orn- 
ian Bank for about the same amount.

POSTPONEMENT. 



.Akjmual Report of the Board of Dirac- 
tora of Royal Hospital, Victoria. 

Your Directors beg to report that the change mndo 
at the last general meeting, reducing tho number of 
elective directors from sixteen to six, has proved, lu 
our opinion, a decided advantage. 

During the last yeai your directors considered it 
expedient to effect a change In tbo staff of the Hospit- 
al by substituting a visiting for a reridtut aiirgeon, 
ai'd obtained tbe services ot Dr. Davie; also, engag- 
ing Mr. Itutherlord and wife aa steward and cook. 
I biK change your directors Qnd has abown Incroased 
efllclency with a considerable reduction in expendi- 
ture, as compared with previous yeara, 

Vimr directors rei^rt't to Hay tbnt lllncsa deprived 
tbeiii of the services uf Mr. liiltli'Tford, to whose ac- 
tive eieriious much of the liiiiirovcmeiit In tho work- 
ing of this iiiFtitutioii is due. Another change made by- 
tlie Board wus tbe pureliase of aupplioM from trades, 
men in rotation, iuBtead of by coulrnct as forinorly. 
This they consliler has proved beiicllcial so tho llos- 
pital and satisfactory to tbu Board. 

At tbe coniniencenitnt of the year tho books of the 
Hospital showed an indcbtrdncsa of fil.OOS 7U, which 
amount was met by a grant from tbo Prorincial Qov- 
ernment of $3,G00. Uf thbi sum Sa,2S0 baa been re- 
calved by the Board and paid over pirti raU},aaRbown 
by the Treaatirer'a ae<!eunt; the balance, (7S0, is still 
due iromtbe Provincial OeTernmcnt. 

During the year a u«w Ward has boen erected by 
the GuTernment, which eiiiibl. d the ilirectorn to in- 
crease the comfort ol' pallonta by luukliifi a day ward 
ftir couvalcflceuts to bo ustd also as a UiniiiR room. 
Illtberlo all moalo were B»rved in tbo sick wards. 

The drainaijo, which was Virj defective, kiis born 
grrally imiiroved, and a ilead-liouse, which foriiierli 
was uiideruualli tho building, hay Leon constructed 
ou another part of tbe ground. 

Another impioTemint which adds macb to the 
conilorlof tho patlenta, aud which your directors 
have been able to de out of tho ordinary revonae.was 
tu purchase in England iron bcdataaOa to replace tbe 
old atrotchera. 

During tho yeor lo.'i patients have boen admitted, 
making, with 2'i already there, a total of 127 indoor 
patients. Of :hln, 11 have died, DU have bi en ills- 
charged and 17 remain in tho wards. There have also 
been 40 persoiin treated aa ontdoo iiatii^iita, rc'cciv- 
ing advice and in-diciae gratia. The daily cost per 
bead averases SU cents, and di dncliui; iho iiiiiolinls 
for furniture anrf repairs, reiiucfs this to al ci'iiuiier 
haad. Tbe areragu, os roporiud lastyenr, being $1 U:i, 
thus showinR a aavlog of about 20 cents per head i>er 
day dating the paatyear.
